BRAINERD’S SCHOOL 
SHOWS UP WELL 


Inspector of State Hijh Schools 


Submits His Eighth An­ 


nual Report. 


ATTENDANCE HERE IS 
GOOD. 


The Report States that the Year 


Past Was in Many Re­ 


spects Prosperous 
J 


The eighth annual report of ti e j 
I inspector of stat*- high scnools i* I 
just out and it has been submitted to 
the state high school I xxi rd. 
Brainerd gels in line with 121 
high school enrollment*, 
Bl gradu­ 
ate*. 21 daily classes with three in­ 
structors, all three b**ing college 
graduate*. 
Under the heed of expenditure for 
lutfits Brainerd has spent $250 for 
the instruction in chem istry; $425 
for phasic*; IBM) for natural science; 
IIG for English literature; and $304 
or supplem entary re d in g , making 
i total of $1,154. 
This itemized 
statem ent of expenditure is given, 
school by school, throughout the 
state, and as a m atter of justice the 
average expenditure of each school 
is given for the past four years. 
Brainerd averages very well with 
most cities of its size and is ahead of 
many of the cities of its size in point 
of enrollments and expenditures in 
these studies just mentioned. 
In his report the inspector says: 
Sessions have teen interrupted iu 
a number of schools by the preva 
leuce of contagious disease. Several 
deaths occurred in high school cir 
d es and the sessions of two of the 
schools were prolonged into the sum 
mer to make up for lost time, but I 
am happy to say th at by the end of 
tim sc hex) I year all causes for alarm 
disappeared. 
Aside from interrupt­ 
ion, as stated, the year has been 
prosperous. 
The wisdom of increasing state aid 
from $400 jx*r school to $8b() and 
again to 11,(MHI has been shown by a 
general movement for an improve­ 
ment in facilities and instruction. 
Once in a while a board may be found 
that reduces local taxation and sits 
back virtually saying that now the 
state may take care of the school, 
but these boards ani an exception 
and the j>eople are not slow to take 
care of them. 
The general effect of 
increased aid has been to create a 
feeling that now we can afford a heat­ 
ing plant, or now we can spare 
money to renovate our school rooms, 
or now money can be spared for 
library purposes, or now our te st 
teachers will not I*) allowed to leave 
for larger salaries elsewhere. 
In the smaller towns particularly, 
the grant of #800 has been a decided 
relief, while in the larger towns, aw 
well, the effect has been particularly 
happy. 
Public opinion is strongly 
agitated as to what a high school 
education should be, but local senti­ 
ment is almost unanimous for the 
maintenance of high schools. 
I do 
not believe there is a high school town 
iii the state in which a board member 
could be elected on ail out and out 
anti-high school platform. 
While an 
intelligent public policy must always 
be in favor of liberal support for nor­ 
mal schools and for a state university, 
I am free to assert that state aid to 
high schools ranks next to aid for 
rural schools as an efficient means of 
bringing education home to the peo­ 
ple.

Past VY as in Many Re­ 
spects Prosperous 


The eighth annual report of tie 
inspector of state high se noels is 
just out and it has been subm itted to 
the state high school board. 
Brainerd gets in line with 121 
high school enrollments, 
IO gradu­ 
ates, 21 daily classes w ith three in­ 
structors, all three being college 
graduates. 
Under the head of expenditure for 
outfits Brainerd has sp en t $250 for 
the instruction in chem istry; $425 
for physics; $100 for natu ral science: 
$15 for English literature; and $364 
for supplem entary reading, making 
a total of $1,154. 
This itemized 
statem ent of expenditure is given, 
school by school, throughout the 
state, and as a m atter of justice the 
average expenditure of each school 
is given for the past four years. 
Brainerd averages very well with 
most cities of its size and is ahem! of 
many of the cities of its size in point 
of enrollm ents and expenditures in 
these studies just mentioned. 
In his report the inspector says: 
Sessions have been in terru p ted in 
a num ber of schools by the preva­ 
lence of contagious disease. 
Several 
deaths occurred in high school cir­ 
cles and the sessions of two of the 
schools were prolonged into the sum ­ 
m er to make up for lost time, but I 
am happy to say th a t by the end of 
the school year all causes for alarm 
disappeared. 
Aside from in terru p t­ 
ion, as stated, the year has been 
prosperous. 
The wisdom of increasing state aid 
from $400 per school to $800 and 
again to $1,000 has been shown by a 
general movement for an im prove­ 
ment in facilities and instruction. 
Once in a while a board m ay be found 
th a t reduces local taxation and sits 
back virtual! v saying th a t now the 
state may take care of th e school, 
but these boards ar** an exception 
arid the people are not slow* to take 
care of them. 
The general effect of 
increased aid has been to create a 
feeling that now we can afford a heat­ 
ing plant, or now we can spare 
money to renovate cair school rooms, 
or now money can be spared for 
library purposes, or now our best 
teachers will not Is* allowed to leave 
for larger salaries elsewhere. 
In the smaller tow ns particularly, 
the grant of #800 has been a decided 
relief, while in the larger towns, as 
well, the effect has been particularly 
happy. 
Public opinion is strongly 
agitated as to what a high school 
education should be, but local senti­ 
m ent is almost unanim ous for the 
maintenance of high schools. 
I do 
not believe there is a high school town 
in the state in which a board member 
could be elected on an out and out 
anti-high sc hool platform , 
While an 
intelligent public policy must always 
Is* in favor of liberal support for nor­ 
mal schools and for a state university, 
I am free to asnert th a t state aid to 
high schools ranks next to aid for 
rural schools as an efficient means of 
bringing education home to the peo­ 
ple.

EYE INJURED. 


The Report States that the Year 
Past Was in Many Re­ 
spects Prosperous 


The eighth annual report of the 
inspector of state high scnook is 
just out and it has been submitted to 
the state high school board. 
Bratnerd gets in line with 121 
high school enrollments, It! gradu­ 
ates, 21 daily classes with three in­ 
structors, all three being college 
graduates. 
Under tbe head of expenditure for 
outfits Brsinerd baa spent 9250 for 
tbe instruction in chemistry; $425 
for physics; 91 Oil for natural science; 
115 for English literature; and 13AI 
for supplementary reading, making 
a total of «1,154. 
This itemised 
statement of expenditure ia giren, 
school by school, throughout tbe 
state, and as a matter of justice the 
average expenditure of each school 
is given for the past four years. 
Brsinerd averages very well with 
most cities of its size and ia ahead of 
many of tbe cities of its size in point 
of enrollments and expenditures in 
these studies just mentioned. 
In his report the inspector says: 
Sessions have been interrupted in 
a number of schools by tbe preva­ 
lence of contagious disease. Several 
deaths occurred in high school cir­ 
cles and the sessions of two of tbe 
schools were prolonged into the sum 
mer to make up for lost time, but 1 
am happy to say that by tbe end of 
the school year ail causes few alarm 
disappeared. Aside from interrupt­ 
ion, as stated, tbe year haa been 
prosperous. 
The wisdom of increasing state ak 
from 9400 per school to 9800 am 
again to 91,€00 has been shown by a 
general movement for an improve 
ment in facilities and instruction 
Once in a while a board may be found 
that reduces local taxation and aits 
back virtually saying that now the 
state may take care of the school 
but these boards are an exception 
and tbe people are not slow to take 
care of them. The general effect a 
increased aid baa been to create a 
feeling that now we can afford a heat 
log plant, or now we can spare 
money to renovate our school rooms, 
or now money can be spared for 
library purposes, or now our best 
teachers wil, not be allowed to leave 
for larger salaries elsewhere 
In the smaller towns particularly, 
the grant of 9800 has been a decided 
relief, while in tbe larger towns, as 
well, the effect haa been particularly 
happy. 
Public opinion is strongly 
agitated as to what a high school 
education should be, but local send 
ment is almost unanimous for tbe 
maintenance of high schools- 1 do 
not believe them isa high school town 
in the state in which a board member 
could be elected on an out and out 
antl-high school platform,

Need a Few Lessons on 


the Art. 


L. B. W hite, of the state dairy and 
food departm ent, who has charge of 
the b u tter and creamery inspection, 
has discovered th at some of the 
crack buttennakers of the state who 
regularly walk off with prem ium s at 
fairs and other contests, are those 
who most need instruction in the art 
of butterm aking, Hays the St. Baul 
Dispatch. 
The bu tter at the state fair was 
scored on Monday of last week. 
On 
Saturday a number of experts went 
through the refrigerator and again 
inspected the butter. 
They found 
th at the high score 
product had 
nearly all deteriorated in flavor. 
In 
fact, some of it had become rancid, 
while the greater p art of the exhibit 
which had scored much lower had 
greatly improved in flavor. 
This 
proved to the experts th at there was 
som ething radically wrong with the 
m ethods of the prize-winners. 
It is 
probably in 
the ripening of the 
cream. 
Mr. W hite will 
look over 
the 
blanks in which the exhibitors de­ 
scribe their m ethods aud determine 
wherein lies the defect, and will 
warn the makers. 
The aim of the 
instructors at the state school and 
over the state is to teach the butter- 
makers to make a blitter that will 
improve in flavor with tim e, so that 
it will be at its best when it reaches 
the consumer, and the fellows who 
made the last batch of prize butter 
evidently missed this m ark entirely.

L. B. W hite, of the state dairy and 
food departm ent, who has charge of 
the b u tte r and creamery inspection, 
has discovered that some of the 
crack butterm akers of the state who 
regularly walk off with prem ium s at 
fairs and other contests, are those 
who m ost need instruction in the a rt 
of butterm aking, says the St. Baul 
Dispatch. 
The b u tte r at the state fair was 
scored on Monday of last week. 
On 
Saturday a number of experts went 
through the refrigerator and again 
inspected the butter. 
They found 
that th e high score 
product had 
nearly all deteriorated in flavor. 
In 
fact, som e of it had become rancid, 
while th e greater p a rt of the exhibit 
which had scored much lower had 
greatly improved in flavor. 
This 
proved to the experts th a t there was 
som ething radically wrong with the 
m ethods of the prize-winners. 
It is 
probably in 
the ripening of the 
cream. 
Mr. 
W hite will 
look over 
tin* 
blanks in which the exhibitors de­ 
scribe th e ir methods and determ ine 
wherein lies the defect, and will 
warn th e makers. 
The aim of the 
in stru cto rs at the state school anil 
over th e state is to teach the b u tte r­ 
m akers to make a butter that will 
im prove in flavor with tim e, so th a t 
it will be at its best when it reaches 
the consum er, and the fellows who 
made th e last batch of prize b u tter 
evidently missed this m ark entirely.

Van Sunt 
sometime ago to look into the feasi­ 
bility and practicability of establish­ 
ing a sanitarium for patien ts afflicted 
with tuberculosis or consumption. 
The governor was authorized by the 
legislature to appoint such a commit­ 
tee and it is understood that the 
three named have not been able to 
g et together before this tim e to in­ 
vestigate this m atter. 
They will visit G rand 
Rapids, 
Bemidji, W alker, Cass Lake and 
Park Rapids, a fte r which they will 
come to B rainerd. 
It is not known 
definitely how m any of these cities 
are after the proposed sanitarium in 
case it is decided th a t such a project 
is feasible, but Cass Luke and Walk­ 
er, it is understood, are both anxious 
to get the new sanitarium and Dr. 
Camp stated this m orning that there 
would also be a move on the part of 
Brainerd business men to get the in­ 
stitution here. 
The three rriaiiifactors which will 
be considered© in point of location 
will be the railroad facilities, the con­ 
dition of the soil and the altitude. 
It is urged by those interested in the 
m atter in this city th a t Brainerd has 
the advantage over most any other 
town or cit y in tho northern part of 
the state. 
The soil being sandy it is 
peculiarly adapted and the altitude 
is the highest iii the state.

TH EY N EED INSTRUCTION. 


The Crack Butlermakers of the State 
Need a Few Lessons os 
# 
the Art. 
L. B. White, of the state dairy and 
food department, who has charge of 
the butter and creamery inspection, 
has discovered that some of the 
crack butlermakers of the state who 
regularly walk off with premiums at 
fairs and other contests, are those 
who must need instruction in the art 
of butftermaking, says the St. Paul 
Dispatch. 
The butter at the state fair was 
scored on Monday of last week. On 
Saturday a number of experts went 
through the refrigerator and again 
inspected the butter. They found 
that the high score product bad 
nearly all deteriorated in flavor. In 
fact, some of it bad become rancid, 
while the greater part of the exhibit 
which had scored much lower had 
greatly improved in flavor. This 
proved to the experts that there was 
something radically wrong with the 
methods of the prize-winners. It is 
probably in the ripening of the 
cream. 
Mr. White will look over the 
blanks in which the exhibitors de* 
scribe their methods and determine 
wherein lies the defect, and will 
warn tbe makers. The aim of tbe 
instructors at the state school and 
over the state is to teach the butter- 
makers to make a butter that will 
improve in flavor with time, so that 
it will be at its best when it reaches 
tbe consumer, and the fellows who 
made the last batch of prize butter 
evidently missed this mark entirely.

Dr. J. L. Camp left this afternoou 
for Duluth where he will meet Dr. 
Longstreet Taylor and Dr. G, S. 
Wattan. These three gentlemen 
comprise the committee which was 
appointed by Governor YunSant 
sometime ago to look into tbe feasi­ 
bility and practicability of establish­ 
ing a sanitarium for patients afflicted 
with tuberculosis or consumption. 
The governor was authorized by the 
legislature to appoint such a commit­ 
tee and it is understood that the 
three named have not been able to 
get together before tbia time to in­ 
vestigate this matter. 
They will visit Grand Rapids, 
Bemidji, Walker, Cass Lake and 
Park Rapids, after which they will 
come to Braioerd. It is not known 
definitely bow many of these cities 
are after tbe proposed sanitarium in 
case it is decided that such a project 
is feasible, but Cass Lake and Walk­ 
er, it is understood, are both anxious 
to get the new sanitarium and Dr. 
Camp stated this morning that there 
would also be a move on the part of 
Brainerd business men to get the in­ 
stitution here. 
The three manifactors which will 
be consideredc in point of location 
will be the railroad facilities the con­ 
dition of the soil and the altitude, 
ft is urged by those interested in tbe 
matter in this city that Brainerd has 
the advantage over most any other 
town or city in the northern part of 
the state. Tbe soil being sandy it is 
peculiarly adapted and tbe altitude 
is the highest in tbe state. No great 
body of water lies near the city 
which is set forth as another ad­ 
vantage. 
While Brainerd must be consider­ 
ed tbe most accessible by railroad of 
any of the above cities mentioned it 
is not thought that this feature alone 
will lie considered. The climatology 
of tbe location will be the most im­ 
portant. 
The committee expects to be gone 
about ten days and it is not probable 
that they will reach Brainerd much 
before a week from Saturday.

America mud Germany Now Lead 
as World's Shipbuilders.

America and Germany bar# aup 
planted England aa tho world’s ship­ 
builders. This Ip tho substance of an 
official report about to bo tendered to 
the German government by Professor 
Ernst von Halle, aaya a special cable 
diapatch from Berlin to the Chicago 
Record-Herald. In the capacity of spe­ 
cial commissioner of tbe Imperial ad­ 
miralty, Dr. von I Is lie has Just con­ 
cluded an exhaustive Investigation of 
tbe shipyards of Germany, Great Bri­ 
tain, France* Holland and tbe United 
States. The story Is replete with trib­ 
utes to the greatness of the Yankee 
maritime Industry. Thirty-seven out. 
of forty-seven pages of tbe report that 
deal with foreign countries are devote»I 
to the American shipyards, Tbe an­ 
ther asserts that the United States 
needs to acknowledge no masters tn 
the art of shipbuilding. In the report 
Dr. von Halle aays: 
"The shipyards of tbe United States 
.are' Incomparably equipped for thor­ 
ough, economical and rapid production. 
This la due primarily to tbe splendid 
transportation arrangements of the 
yard areas, the employment of the 
most Improved type of hoisting ma­ 
chinery and the widespread use of 
pneumatic-tool*. 
"W ith tbe enormous expansion of 
trade the Mine la not far distant when 
there will be shipyards In America at 
every Important ocean and lake point 
Tbe time la also not far distant when 
America will Join Germany in occupy­ 
ing tho same relation to the world’s 
reasel supply that baa been held by 
.England for' so long. Germany's ship­ 
ping needs are In excess of Its own 
productive abilities, and, while hereto­ 
fore wo have been supplied exclusively 
by English boatbutlderm, it Is distinct­ 
ly probable that we will shortly go to 
the United States whenever there lo a 
deficiency to bo tilled. 
"America's only scarcity la In nattro 
designing and engineering talent. That 
this condition la both actual and argent 
1 gat bored, from the fact that the con­ 
sulting engineers of two of the largest 
shipyards on the Atlantic coast are 
English Importations. Withal, America 
ts able today to baild as good ships 
aa anybody and build them almost as 
quickly and as cheaply. 
"The new Ganden yards In New Jer­ 
sey are like the new Krupp works at 
Kiel and, as they are bucked by un­ 
limited capital, are destined to be one 
of the model establishments of the 
world. America's strongest advantage 
over England la her freedom from the 
tyranny 
of the 
British 
workman, 
where mistaken hostility to modern 
practices may eventually crowd John 
Bull's dockyards to the realm of the 
obsolete. 
"Tho yacht builders of America are 
pre-eminent. 
The kaiser has lately 
taken occasion to nay as much. Th# 
ocean speed laurels, however, are not 
likely to be wrested, soon from Germa­ 
ny, although tbe friendly rivalry of 
the Hamburg and American and the 
German Lloyd Unes Insures us the pre­ 
miership at least until the champion 
Gentian figures are equaled. It should 
be remembered that lncreaaea In speed 
nowadays come1 only a half knot, at a 
time, to that America and England 
have much to accomplish before they 
n hope to distance the records of 
the Deutschland or Iter Kaiser Wil­ 
helm der Groase, 
fio far America la 
behind In tbe matter of speed, as It has 
nothing better than the fit Fan! of the 
American line, white Great Britain 
is produced the Lpcanlft and the 
Campante. 
An officer of th# Atlantic 
Transport line told me white 1 was tn. 
America that bis company proposed to 
bulk! a thirty knot ship within th# 
next four years, but such a bop# to the 
present stage of the American marl 
time industry la an idle dream."
